NAMED TO CABINET

Known as a successful lawyer and 
business man, the appointee is not 
unacquainted with farm problems at 
first hand.

Refused at First.

Washington, March 1.—(#)—Her- 

bert Hoover sat in the quiet seclusion 


of his S street home tonight, free from 
the noise and tumult of the thousands 
pouring into the city to witness his 
inauguration on Monday as the thirty- 
first president of the United States. 

A few blocks away, with the echoes 
of farewells still in his ears, Calvin 
Coolidge was spending one of his last 
nights in surroundings familiar in 
years which had “visited sadness as 
well as happiness upon him. 

At the capitol today Charles G. 
Dawes rapped occasionally for order 
in the senate and Charles Curtis, of 
Kansas, who will succeed him as vice 
president, faced him from the floor, 
Dawes occupying the presiding offi- 
cer’s chair and Curtis remaining un- 
til the end of the session as leader of 
the republican forces. 

Mr. Hoover had finished the task of 
preparing himself to take over the ad- 
ministration of a government of 120,- 
000,000 people. He had selected his 
cabinet. prepared the address which 
he will deliver to his countrymen, and 
was ready to begin a period of service 
such as even his active life has never 
afforded. ® , 

President Coolidge, with seven years 
of duty behind him, happy that he 
had served, but with a feeling of re- 
gret over the breaking of old ties, 
turned his eyes toward his Northamp- 
ton home, where the career that even- 
tually led to the white house was be- 
gun. On Monday there will a brief 
ceremony on the capitol plaza. Mr.

ADDING OF FUND 
IS VINDICATION. 

Washington, March 1.—(By Staff 
Correspondent)—-Commenting tonight 
on the compromise agreement reach- 
ed by house and senate conferees with 
respect to prohibition funds in the 
deficiency appropriation bills, Sena- 
tor W. J. Harris, of Georgia, had the 
following to say: 

Under all circumstances those mem: 
bers of the senate and the house who 
believed that additional appropria- 
tions were necessary for the proper 
and accurate enforcement of the pro- 
hibition laws felt that the final com- 
promise on additional appropriations 
of $3,000,000 for prohibition enforce- 
ment at this time is a distinct vin- 
dication of our position. 

““Vhile we do not feel that this 
sum is at all sufficient, nevertheless, 
it will make possible a material in- 
crease in the number of prohibition 
agents, although the secretary of the 
treasury, who is the administrator of- 
ficial in charge of prohibition en- 
forcement, at first formally insisted 
that no additional funds for prohi- 
bition enforcement were desired or 
could be used advantageously or eco- 
nomically, and other administration 
leaders supported him in his conten- 
tion, the sentiment in congress and 
throughout the country which was 
aroused by the introduction of my 
amendment to the first deficiency bill 
and the debate upon it in the senate 
and house show unmistakably that 
the country and the congress” are 
overwhelmingly in favor of the hon- 
est and accurate enforcement of the 
law. 

“I believe the discussion provoked 
by my amendment has resulted in re- 
newed and increased strength for the 
prohibition law. And I am confident 
at the next regular congress the pro- 
hibition enforcement department of 
the government will include in its 
budget a request for a much larger 
sum for the enforcement law than 
has beew asked of the congress here- 
tofore. I believe that President-elect 
Hoover is in thorough sympathy with 
the effort to bring about honest and 
adequate enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law and that he will lend his in- 
fluence to this end.

HOW TO GET YOUR BLOOD UP. 

This one is going to be constructive, 
helpful, practical, healthful informa- 
tion and advice, by golly. 

If, as I firmly believe but of course 
can’t prove, anemia is never due to 
any shortage or Jack of iron or other 
element or constituent of blood and 
hence is never remedied or cured by 
iron or other element or constituent, 
what does weaken one’s bloed, and 
what will build it up or strengthen it 
again? 

We might have room te print here 
a fairly comprehensive list of the 
cause of anemia or weakening of the 
blood if we could print it in very fine 
shorthand symbols, but so few of us 
can write and read that language. I 
am going to give just a general list 
of some of the more common causes 
of anemia, trusting that you will not 
take your pick or help yourself to 
anything mentioned here, except by 
and with the consent of your own 
physician. Anyway, if you do feel 
competent to decide from what I say 
here that this and that “fits your 
case,” that isn't going to help you 
much unless you apply your new 
knowledge to the correction of the 
fanit of hygiene concerned. 

Many housekeepers suffer from 
anemia caused by mild prolonged car- 
bon monoxide poisoning, from leaky 
gas fixtures, tubes, stoves, chimneys, 
defective coal, oil, gas burners, inade- 
quate or no flue vents, hot water 
heaters clogged with -soot that be- 
comes incandescent,’ iron stoves that 
become red hot, and the like. 

A surprisingly large number of peo- 
ple have the habit of resorting to cer- 


tain popular pain killers of coal tar 
origin, for headache, alleged “cold,” 
fatigue, and just a growing desire or 
fondness for the benumbing effect of 
the drug. “These medicines are usually 
destructive to red corpuscles. ‘Their 
frequent or habitual use invariably

as sunlight is essential for the forma- 
tion of chlorophyl, the green coloring 
Many persons em- 


and in some homes, get little or no 
direct sunlight through a_ consider- 
able part of the winter. They are 
bound to be anemic, 

Any one subject to frequent slight 
bleeding, whether external and visible 
or internal and occult, is likely to 
be anemic, 

The popular habit of taking cathar- 
ties is a prolific cause of anemia, for 
many of the drugs or medicines so 
used, both mineral and vegetable or 
herbal medicines, are destructive to 
blood corpuscles. YEven castor oil is 
in this class. Salts are notorious for 
weakening the blood. 

Young persons, particularly girls in 
the early *teens, with incipient tuber- 
culosis, are liable to be anemic. Of- 
ten the anemia'’is recognized and the 
tuberculosis ignored for a considerable 


time or until health becomes so great- 
ly impaired that a proper medical | 
examination is sought at last. 

Middle-aged folk developing arterio- | 
sclerosis, Bright's disease or cancer are | 
usually anemic. 

Thousands of persons owe their ane- | 
mia to hidden or neglected septie foci 
in gums, tonsils, pelvie organs or else-

rain, and returned to the field and 
his Mailwing and electrified the 
crowd with a hair-raising exhibitiou 
of stunt flying that included every- 
thing in his expansive catalog of 
tricks, including a display of inverted 
flight, barrel rolls, Immelman turns 
and what not. ‘Then, as the shades 
of night were beginning to fall, he 
turned his Mailwing homeward and 
reared back to Candler field just 
ahead of night. This correspondent 
was fortunate enough to make the 
“ooing’ and “coming” portions of 
Johuny’s exploits and fortunate 
enough not to be included in his spine- 
chilling display of twists and turns,

Opposition to the proposed DeKaib- 
Fulton county merger and recom- 
mendation that the Atlanta police 
force be increased by a_ substantial 
number of men} formed the chief pre- 
sentments of the Fulten county grand 
jury of the January-February term. 
The presentments were submitted: Fri- 
day when the grand jury was dis- 
charged by Judge Virlyn B. Moore. 
The March-April term grand jury will 
be sworn in Monday by Judge Edgar 
E. Pomeroy. 

Crimes -of violence committed daily 
in Atlanta, lead to the conviction 
that there is need for energetie ac- 
tion to cope with eonditions, the 
grand jury found. “This conviction: 
has been made overwhelming in the 
mind of every member of: the grand 
jury by the number of murders and 
criminal assaults and other offenses 
against men, women and children, 
which, together with those against 
property, have come before the body, 
and by the investigation, which the 
xrand jury was charged to make, and 
which it has made, of these condi- 
tions, and other examples of lawless- 
ness in their relation to the adequacy 
of the police force of the city of At-

‘The protection of people and prop- 
erty makes an increase of the police 
force, in line with the recommenda- 
tions of Chief James L. Beavers, im- 
perative at the present time, the pre- 
sentments state. “This is doubly 
true, when police activities in other 
cities are driving gangsters, gunmen 
and other professional criminals, te 
seek less protected fields. Was the 
looting of the bank at Peachtree and 
Tenth street in broad daylight the 
work of such? Surely. Atlanta has 
had sufficient warning.” 

Opposed to Merger. 

Pointing out that Fulton county 
now has an area of 187 square miles, 
and by the 1920 census had a popnu- 


lation in excess of 250,000, or then, 
roundly, 1,360 inhabitants. per square 
mile; whereas DeKalb county has an 
area of 272 square miles and by the 
1920 census had a population of not 
quite 50,000, or 184 inhabitants per 
square mile, the grand jury voiced op- 
position to the propesed county mer- 
ger, adding that these populations are 
much larger today but the propor- 
tions are still about seven to one. .
